B. Lester was hanged, to-day, at Lebanon 
for a crime committed. 

Lester was convicted of the murder of 
Lieut, J. O. Lane, in Lebanon, on July 'J6 
la.st. I^ane, who was a prominent lawyer, 
bad Just 8at down outside of bis ottluo door, 
when Lester sleppeil up close behind him and 
emptied both barrels of his gun into Lane's 
left side. The victim died instantly. 

His defense at the trial was that he had 
iM-en driven insane by the unfaithfulness of 
his wife, between whom and Lane he a» 
serttsl a criminal intimacy had existed. The 
judge and tho jury, bowaver, were con- 
vinced that the munlor was without miti- 
gating circumstances. Tbe case was taken 
to the supreme court, which tribunsJ af- 
firmed the verdict on February Si5. The un- 
happy man slept in court while sentence was 
being pronounced.
